The tenement is built around a court. 
The building facing Third street is three 
stories high. On one side it is two stories 
and there ix a one-story building in the 
rear. There are 10 families in the tene- 
ment. All the buildings are connected and 
all were erected so long ago that they are 
now in good burning condition. 

Mrs. Miller went into the kitchen, which 
is on her back porch, and lighted the burn- 
ers on her gasoline stove. Then she pro- 
cooded to fill the tank. An*explosion fol- 
lowed and Mrs... Miller's clothing became 
ignited. She dashed the can of oil at the 
stove and fled down the stairway, which 
leads from the porch to the yard. . The 
noise of the explosion and the shrieks of 
Mrs. Miller roused the other inhabitants of 
the tenement. Half-clad men and women, 
carrying children, crowded each other on 
the stairways and poured into the yard. 
Mrs. Miter rushed around the yard among 
them tying to beat out the flames and was 
ablaze from head & foot when Miss Tucker 
threw bed. clothing around her sister, then 
lifting her bodily carried her into a room 
and threw her on a bed. 

The fire department was late in arriving 
and the roof of the tenement was a bon- 
fire before a stream was turned on. 

Mrs. Miller was sent to the City Hospital. 
She was burned almost from head to foot. 
She is 27 years old. Miss Tucker w@ se- 
verely burned on the hands. At the City 
Hospital iMss Tucker is nursing her com- 
panion. 

‘*T am all right now,”’she said to the Post- 
Di<epatch later in the morning, “nut I am 
afraid sister is low.. I didn't do more than 
would any other woman under the circum- 
stances.”

The Boers are maneuvering for position 
before beginning an attack in’a way that 
indicates that good military men are advis- 
ing their generals. 

They are not wasting ammunition by 
making assaults with small forces on 
strong positions, as they were expected to 
do. 

The Orange Free State troops have cut 
the telegraph wires and destroyed the rail- 
way track at Norvalspont, just across the 
Free State southern border. On tha west, 
Mafeking, Vryburg and Kimberley are vir- 
tually In a state of siege. The British 
forces at these towns are much smaller 
than the forces of Boers, who are in their 
front. But they are fairly well intrenched. 
What adds to the critical nature of the 
position of the British troops at all three 
points is that the railway has been cut at 
three points, possibly more, and communi- 
cation has been interrupted. :

Mr. McKinley Began His 


Speech Making Karly. 


FIRST STOP WAS IOWA FALLS. 


GENERAL PROSPERITY AND EX- 
PANSION HIS THEMES. 


He Declares That the Administration 
Is Going to Sustain che Flag 
in the East. 


CEDAR FALLS, Io., Oct. 16.—The Presi- 
dent arose almost with the dawn this morn- 
ing and delivered at 6:20 o’clock in the town 
of Iowa Falls the first of his series of i 
dresses in lowa. A good-sized crowd wa 
present at the station. The President said: 

“My Fellow-Citizens: It is a great advan- 
tage to meet the people in the early morn- 
ing. It gives me genuine pleasure to meet 
and greet the peoplesof Iowa as I journey 
through the State, to look into the- faces 
and to feel the stimulus of their presence 


and the encouragement which I always re- 
ceive as I have m:ngled with them. Since 
Il was last in the State we have added some 
new territory. It is no longer a question of 
expansion with us; we have expanded. If 
there is any question at all it is a ques- 
tion of contraction; and who is going to 
contract? (A voice—not we.) I be.ieve, my 
fellow-citizens, that this territory came to 
us in the providence of God. We did not 
seek it. It is ours, with all the responsi- 
bilities that belong to it, and as a great, 
strong, brave nation, we mean [to meet them 
and we mean to carry our education and 
our civiliaztion there. I am not one of 
those who would take a laurel from the 
brow of the American soldier or a jewel 
from the crown of American achievement. 


At age vy 0.5 next stop, Mr. Mc- 
inley spoke as foliows: 

NM fellow citizens: I recall in this 
presence my former visit to this people, 
now 1 believe five years ago. I congratuiate 
you upon the improved condition of -the 
country. When I was here last we were 
in a condition of business depression. Times 
were hard. Fear had overcome courage. 
Now all is changed.. We have general 
prosperity, good crops. and fair prices, 
steady employment and good wages, and 
we are a happy and contented people. Not 
only are the people prosperous, but the 
nation itself is doing well. Our revenues 
are abundant. Interest has fallen all over, 
mortgages have been lifted and markets 
have been extended. We are using more of 
our own products than we ever did before. 
We are importing fewer products from 
abroad than we have done in many years, 
and we are sending more of American 


e are on a gold basis, and we mean to 
stay there. ((General cry of ‘‘Good.’’) 

“I like the sentiment that stands for 
your platform here: ‘Sustain the Nation’s 
oe, That is what we gare doing in the 
Philippines to-day, and that is what we will 
continue to do until we conquer the re- 
bellion against the sovereignty and the au- 
thority of the United States. We mean to 
sustain the boys in blue that are carying 
the flag in the Philippines or here in Iowa. 
It represents. not tyranny but liberty and 
civilization, and stands for hope to nu- 
manity.”’ ss, 


WATERLOO. Io., Oct. 16—An immense 
throng had congregated at the station when 
the residential train arrived this morn- 
ing. The President spoke as follows: 

“My Fellow C:tizens: We have before us 
a great national problem. We have resting 
upon us a great national duty, growing cut 
of our war with Spain. When that wur 
commenced there was little or no division 
of sentiment among the people. Before the 
declaration of war the Congress of the 
United States, under the leadership of your 
d‘stinguished Senator Allison, voted fur a 
national defense fund of $50,000,000 for the 
use of the Government in its discretion. It 
was voted practically without division in 
each house of: Congress. The Senator as- 
sures me that it was done with abs>lute 
unanimity. When war was declarad the 
resolution was voted for by all parties 
from all sections. The revenue bill was 
passed with provisions for money to carry 
on the war. So that we started into the 
war with Spain with all the people and all 
the representatives of the people standing 
together. The war came and the war wus 
ended sooner than any s!milar war in his- 
tory; ended with the triumph of American 
arms; ended in a triumph for the cause cf 
humanity. Having been united in bringing 
on the war, having been united in the con- 
duct of the war, hav.g been practica ly 
united in the conclusion of peace, the ques- 
tion is, Shall we stand together until the 
job is finished? (General cry of ‘Yes.’’) 

“We have resting upon us the great re- 
sponsibilities of government In Porto Ricv 
and’ in the Philippines. Our flag has been 
assailed in that dstant island on the Pa- 
cific, and I ask, the people of Iowa wheth- 
er we w4] not stand firmly and unitedly .un- 
til American sovereignty shail be estab- 
lished in every island of- the archipelago. 
We will not take down that flag. repre- 
senting liberty to the people, representing 
civilization to those islands. We will not 
withdraw it, because the territorv over 
which it floats is ours by every tenet of in- 
ternational law and by the sacred sanction 
cf the constitution of the United States. 
We are not there to oppress. We are there 
to Jiberate. We are not there to estab- 
lish an imperial government, but we are 
there to establish a government of liberty 
under law and protection to life and prop- 
erty and opportunity to all who dwell 
thereon.” 

CEDAR FALLS, I0., Oct. 16.—The Presi- 
dent said: 

My Fellow Citizens—We are a united peo- 
ple. we are united in interest and senti- 
ment, and purpose and in Jove of country 
as we never have beea before, sectionaiism 
has disappeared, o!d prejudices are but a 
faded memory. Men of the South and the 
North have been fighting fer the same 
filag and dying for the same oe and shed- 
ding their hlood together for the horor of 
the country. Lawton and Wheeler in the 
Philippines are fighting side by side to-day. 
My fellow citizens, the cause of humanity 
has been triumphant and that cause com- 
mitted to our hands will not suffer 
wherever we have raised our flag. We have 
taised it rot for territorial aggrandizement, 
not for national gain, but have raised it 
for civilization and humanty, and let those 
lower it who will.”’ 

President McKinley spoke as follows at 
Parkersburg, Io.: 

“My Fellow Ctizens—It gives me great 

pleasure to greet you and to receive your 
cordial greeting. t is a peculiar pleasure 
to me to pass through the district of my 
oid friend, Gen. Henderson. 
“The patriotism of people for the last 
eighteen months has been sublime. When 
the call for troops was made Iowa, like all 
other States o the Union, responded 
promptiy to that call. Iowa furnished her 
full share and, one of her regiments did 
gallant service tn the distant islands of the 
Pacific. It did not ask to come home, al- 
though it had the privilege of muster out. 
I desire to make public acknowledgement 
here in thelr presence and in this Staie for 
their splendid exhibition of devotion to the 
flag and loyalty to the country.” 


INDEPENDENCE, Io., Oct. 16. — The 
President spoke to a large crowd here as 


follows: 

“My Fellow Citizens: The ple are 
thinking about just one thing now in this 
country. The thoughts of the citizens of 
the United States have not for a third of 
a century mn so centered upon govern- 
mem and its future—their Government— 
than at this very hour. They rallied to the 
support of the Government when it went 


to war. They have stood and did stand by 


the Government until the treaty of peace 
was mad “Phat treaty of penne, ratified 
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roducts abroad than we ever sent before... 


alienate if he was disposed to do so, which ! 
he ts not. The sovereignty of the United 
States in the Philippines can not be given 
away by a President. That sovereignty 
belongs to the people.”’ 


MANCHESTER, Io., Oct. 16.—The follow- 
ing address was made here by the President 
to an enthusiastic crowd: 

‘My fellow citizens: We have had more 
than 100 vears of national existence. Those 
years have been blessed ones for liberty and 
civilization.. 

“The ship of state has sailed on uninter- 
ruptedly on its mission of liberty; and one 
thing that can be said of this nation, gor 
which we should all give thanksgiving and 
praise, it never raised its arm against hu- 
manity, never struck a blow against liber- 
ty, never struck a blow except for civiliza- 
tlon and mankind. 

“The people’s hearts to-day go out to the 
soldiers of the United States who are doing 
battle for the country in the Philippines. 
Your hearts are with them, your hopes are 
with them, your prayers are with them, and 
if Il am not mistaken the American peopie 
do not propose, whatever may be the cost. 
to see our flag dishonored anywhere.

Four Thousand Tagalos Have Been 
Concentrated at Capiz to March 
‘Against the Visayans When 
Outbreak Occurs. 


MANILA, Oct. 16, 9:10 a. m.—Mall advices 
from Iloilo state that there’is great ten- 
sion between the Visayans and Tagalos, 
grow:ng out of the Tagalos holding Ar- 
aneta, a leader of the Visayans, a prisoner 
since the threatened Visayan revolt against 
Tagalo domination a month ago. The Vi- 
sayans are incensed to the point of rebel- 
lion. 

While the Tagalos nominally contro! only 
the military organization of the so-called 


Filipino Republic, they have crowded out 
the Visayans from the civil branch, where- 
at there is great discontent. 

The Tagalos are reported to be concen- 
trating the troops in Panay at Santa Bar- 
bara, where Delgado, chief of the vevolu- 
tionary government, commands, with a 
view of putting themselves in a position 
to suppress the Visayans. 

Four thousand Tagalos, who have been 
held in reserve 'at Capiz, in the northern 
part of the Province of Panay, last week 
embarked in cascoes, the fleets’ purpose be- 
ing to land at Conception, whence the 
troops would march to Santa Barbara. Ad- 
verse winds prevented the landing, how- 
ever, Gen. Palion’s force from Buena Vista 
are also reported to be going to Santa 
Barbara. j 

The insurgents will have 12,000 men and 
three or four thourand rifles there. Gen. 
Magibanna, *according to letters, plans to 
attack the suburbs of Iloilo with this force, 
pedi the city and slaughter the Amer- 
cans. 

A body of Tagalos estimated to number 
between 500 and 1000 recently crossed from 
Santa Barbaya to Escalante on the Island 
of Negros, for the purpose of aiding In- 
tepapaisio’s bandits in. keeping under the 
LDR RETEAER, who are friendly to the Amer- 
cans.

MIKE CHURCHILL ADMITS THAT

(Confiscated slot machines were pluyed 
and emptied in the Central District Police 
Station Saturday night and Sunday morn- 
ing.

Monday morning the money was missing.
